BURIED IN THE SNOW 


NEW YORK, June 19.—The following is 


a special cable dispatch to tlio Now York 
Herald: 


LONDON, June 19.—W. H. Qikler, the 


Herald correspondent with the Rogers, 
sends the following dispatch: 


LENA DET.TA, April 12 1832.—Melville 


found the bodies of De Long's party 
March 23. They were in two places, 
500 and l.OCO yards from the wreck of the 
scow. Melville's search party first star- 
ted from the supply depot (here two 
words are unintilligible) to follow the Nin 
dcrmau route from Usterday to Malvey 
and afterwards from Malvey back toward 
UstarJay. (The following sentence is 
again unintelligible.) Thoy stopped at a 
the plaoo which Niailermau and Naros 
passed the first day after they left Do- 
Long, feeling sure that the others had 
not got much further. There they found 
the wreck, and following along the bank 
they came upon a rifle barrel hung upon 
four sticks (here six words are umntelh- 
gable.) They set the natives digging on 
each side of the sticks and they soon came 
upon two bodies under eight feei of 
snow. 


While these men were digging toward 


the east, MelvUle went on along the bank 
twenty feet above tho river, to find a place 
to take the bearings. He then saw a 
camp-kettle and the remains of a fire 
about 1.C33 yards from the tent, and ap- 
proaching, nearly stumbled upon De- 
Long's hand sticking out of the snow 
about thirty feet from the edge of the 
bank. Here, under about a foot of snow, 
they found the bodies of DeLong and 
Ambler about three feet apart, and Ah 
Sam lying at their feet, all partially cov- 
ered by pieces of tent and a few pieces 
of blanket. AH the others except Alexia 
they found at the place where the tent 
was pitched. Lee and Knack were close 
by in a eleft in the bank toward the west. 
Two boxes of records, with the medicine 
chest and a flag on a staff, were beside 
the 
tent. None of the 
dead had 
boots. Their feet were covered with rags, 
tied on. In the pockets of all were pieces 
of burnt skin and of clothing which they 
had eaten. The hands of a!l were more 
or less burnt, and it looked as if, when 
dying, they [had crawled into the fire. 
Boyd lying on or in the fire and bis cloth- 
ing being burnt through to the skin, 
which was not burned. Oolliu's face was 
covered with a cloth. 


All the bodies were carried to the top 


of a hill 300 feet high, about forty versts 
to the south west from wheri they were 
found, and there inteired in a [mouao- 
leum constructed of wood from the scow, 
built in the form of a pyramid, 22 feet 
long and 7 feet high, surmounted by a 
cross 22 feet high and a foot square,hewn 
out of a driftwood, and conspicuous at a 
distance of twelve versts. 
The mausol- 


eum was covered with stones and is to be 
sodded in the spring. 
The cross is in- 


scribed with the record and names of the 
dead, cut in by the search party. 


After completing the tomb the party 


separated, to search the delta for traces of 
Chipp's people. 
Melville went to the 


northwest part of the delta and west as 
far as the Olenek river; Ninderman took 
the center, and Bartlett the northeast. 
Nindermau and Bartlett found nothing. 
Melville has not yet returned. The search 
is to be extended to Cape Borchaya and 
the bay of that name. They expect to 
finish in time to reach Yakoota or- Verk- 
hozansk before the rivers break up. If 
they do not finish before that time they 
will have to retreat to the foot of the 
hills and mountains with the natives un- 
til the water falls, as the whole of the 
dalta is covered with water in the spring 
to a height of four feet, and in some 
places to twenty feet above the level of 
the river. Otherwise they would have 
buried the dead where they found them 
There were fourteen occupants of the 
first cutter, under Lieutenant DeLong. 
Of these, Nindermau and Naros left their 
comrades to obtain assistance, and were 
cared for by the natives. 
Eriokson, the 


seaman, died October 7, as appears from 
DeLong's records subsequently diseov 
ered. 


LONDON FISH EXHIBITION 


DBS MOINKS, June 19— The Iowa cy- 


clone began in Ogdea and moved alon^ 
above the surface of tho ground until 
reaching ShelilabI, where it descended 
and destroped a number of houses and 
barns. Then it rose and moved to with- 
in a few miles cf Grinnell, where demon- 
iike, it swooped clown on the west end of 
the corporation line, and passed nearly 
across the residence portion of tho town, 
then turned southeast through another 
portion of the city of the same class, and 
eft town, having traversed more than a 
mile of a thickly settled neighborhood. 
It moved on to the town of Malcolm, 
where its force was somewhat expended; 
,hence to Mount Pleasant, after which its 
ores was lost entirely. 


There are from sixty to seventy of the 
'ictims now dead, and over one hundred 
seriously wounded. 


Crops in the pathway of tho cyclone 
-re entirely ruined. At Sheldaul a num- 
ber of houses were destroyed. Near Qrin- 
uell houses were blown to fragment*, and 
everal people were killed and wounded. 
At least sixty-five houses were destroyed 
n Onnnell, and two trains were ditched, 
tilling both men and live stock. At Mal- 
colm two churches and a large number of 
Iwellings and barns were destroyed, and 
eight persons killed and many wounded. 
At Mount Pleasant churches and build- 
igs were destroyed, and several persons 
ijured. Thousands of shade trees were 
visted and broken. 


Those who witnessed the destruction 
ay that the track was a blazing electric 
ight, giving forth a volume of sparks 
ml flashes. 
The damage at Qrinnell will be at least 
uOO.OOO; at Malcolm $100,031, and lat 
lount Pleasant S1G0.090. 
Further reports from tho pathway or 
he Iowa cyclone from localities off tue 
ines of railroads indicate that a great 
mount of damage to property an loss of 
ife will largely increase ali'former esti- 
mates, and the probabilities that a week 
vill elapse before all the casualties are 
.nowu. The telegraph lines {have nil 
jeen down, and it is impossible to trans- 
mit reports.

When fed on raw beef the same bird ate 
one-half of his own weight in a single 
day. Think of a man who should eat 
seventy pounds of beef daily—who 
would want him for a boarder?
